£150m cash boost 
would fund ward 

Trust reveals plans for investment at Princess Alexandra Hospital

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
could be set to receive a £150 million 
boost - despite predictions the 
regional NHS faces a £550m deficit. 

According to the Sustainability 
and Transformation Plan (STP) 
for Hertfordshire and west Essex, 
published on Monday, the money 
would pay for a new ward block 
consisting of 60 beds. 

Work would also involve the 
refurbishment of eight wards, the 
replacement of two operating 
theatres, and the refurbishment 
of the pharmacy. 

The plan would also feature a 
multi-storey car park at the hos¬ 
pital, although the funding would 
likely come from a private 
partner. 

Tom Cahill, chief executive of 
the Hertfordshire Partnership 
Foundation NHS Trust, was 
responsible for producing the 
STP. 

He said: “There are obviously 
day-to-day problems with the 


quality of the services they 
provide and the chief executive is 
working on that. 

“There’s a long-term problem 
around the estate and there’s an 
agreement in the STP to spend 
£150 million on that.” 

He also said discussions on 
building a new hospital in the 
area are ongoing but could not be 
funded in the STP, and would be 
subject to money becoming avail¬ 
able and it representing value for 
money. 

Comment 

The Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust was unable to 
provide a comment on the STP’s 
publication. 

The document warns the whole 
region could face an estimated 
£550 million deficit by 2021 and 
lays out ways this can be avoided. 
These include plans to provide 
more care at home and use 
hospitals only for specialist and 
emergency care, but Mr Cahill 
said patients should not be 
concerned. 


“The whole plan is about secur¬ 
ing the care that people need,” he 
said. “It may be in a different 
place or by different people but 
it’s about securing care. 

“Secondly, it’s about making 
sure the care we provide is qual¬ 
ity. Quality is at the heart of this 
plan.” 

Changes and savings in the 
plan account for £450 million of 
the deficit the area could face - 
but the social care system is being 
tasked with finding an extra £100 
million. 

Mr Cahill said redundancies 
are unlikely but he could not 
completely rule them out. 

He said: “They are unlikely. I 
can’t say there is no potential for 
redundancies when you have a 
plan like this. A lot of our 
challenge is with our spending on 
agency staff.” 

He added: “I don’t want to kid 
anyone. This isn’t an easy 
challenge.”

Junction 
7 A plans 
for Mil 
approved 

A COUNTRY road is closer to 
being turned into a three-lane 
carriageway after county 
councillors backed controversial 
plans for a new Mil junction. 

After public consultations and 
approval from Harlow Council, 
Junction 7A was passed by the 
cabinet of Essex County Council 
this week in spite of concerns 
from Old Harlow residents about 
noise and traffic. 

Under proposals, which were 
first presented in May, a new 
sliproad and roundabout 
structure will be built north of 
Harlow’s Junction 7, to ease 
congestion. 





DECISION MAN: Essex County

Gilden Way, currently classed 
as a B road, and Sheering Road 
would be adapted under plans, 
with road widening and new 
speed restrictions proposed. 

Kevin Bentley, county council 
cabinet member for economic 
growth and infrastructure, said: 
“Getting Junction 7A is critical. 

“We are still quite a way from 
it being finished. We are going 
through a design phase, we have 
to get it into the budgeting for 
the Government. 

“We are pressing very hard for 
it to be done. It is a central part 
of our plans for West Essex and 
Harlow.” 

Opponents raised concerns 
about noise and increased 
Harlow congestion, with an 
estimated 71 per cent rise in 
traffic expected along Gilden 
Way and Sheering Road. Harlow 
and Essex county councillor

GILSTON PARK: Developer says opponents are mistaken

A PLAN to build 10,000 homes 
at Gilston is essential to meeting 
a severe housing shortage, according 
to the developer’s director. 

Mary Parsons, group director of 
housing association Places For People, 
responded to concerns raised by pres¬ 
sure group Stop Harlow North by 
addressing the necessity of housing. 

She said: “We want to make sure 
people have got the right information 
available to them and there is a lot of 
myth-busting to be done. This is not 
Harlow North. 

“We want to set the record straight 
that 10,000 homes are needed and there 
will be infrastructure in at the right 
time to support these homes. 

“These homes are needed and most 
people we have asked have agreed that. 
This is about getting the right homes 
in at the right time. 

“People have said that a bigger Har¬ 
low is not a better Harlow. But Harlow 
has to grow to be a better town.” 

Blessing 

Gilston Park Estate has now been 
given the blessing of East Herts Dis¬ 
trict Council and was included as part 
of their draft Local Plan. 

Final consultations are now taking 
place before the plan is signed off next 
year. 

For the past decade villagers have 
vocally opposed plans. The original 
proposals, called Harlow North, 
planned for more than 25,000 homes to 
be built in the area - but this scheme 
was abandoned. 

Ms Parsons was keen to point out 
that since then plans have been sig¬ 
nificantly altered and that Gilston 
Park Estate and Harlow North are not

the same thing. She continued: “It can 
appear to be a big shift in policy from 
East Herts [council] but I think [the 
public] has missed out a lot of the key 
steps in between. 

“I would like to say creating 
whatever type of housing in whatever 
location is about giving opportunities 
to local people. 

Regeneration 

“It is also about supporting the 
regeneration of Harlow. With Public 
Health England there are going to be a 
lot of people coming in. The original 
plan for Harlow New Town was 
designed for expansion.” 

At a heated public meeting in Hun¬ 
sdon Village Hall last Monday, Spike 
Hughes, leader of Stop Harlow North, 
said: “If we do not stand up and protect 


it now our children will be growing up 
in a concrete jungle.” 

Stop Harlow North leaders are ask¬ 
ing villagers to oppose Gilston Park 
Estate by providing feedback to the 
council. 

An independent inspector will 
examine the plans early next year and 
could approve, refuse or ask East 
Herts to amend parts before signing it 
off. 

He will meet with councillors to 
discuss the plans and if he considers it 
important for Stop Harlow North to be 
present one member will have the 
opportunity to attend. 

Leaders of the pressure group feel 
they would have more chance to con¬ 
vince the inspector their point needs 
to be heard if more people write in 
opposition.

INFRASTRUCTURE: Places For People responds to concerns 


PLACES for People’s director has 
responded to concerns that there is 
not enough infrastructure to support 
the Gilston Park Estate. 

The 10,000-home development 
has been bitterly contested by 
residents of Gilston, Hunsdon, Much 
Hadham, Eastwick, High Wych and 
Wickford - which the planned estate 
would border. 

At a meeting on Monday last week 
Spike Hughes, leader of pressure 
group Stop Harlow North, said: 
“There are no plans for infrastructure 
for it all.” 

But Mary Parsons, group director 
of Places For People, the housing 


association in charge of drawing up 
the proposal, said there is 
infrastructure planned at the 
foundation of housing plans. 

“We have been working on this for 
eight to ten years,” she said. “We 
have listened to concerns that have 
been made and brought forward 
some robust solutions. 

“East Herts has had to make some 
difficult decisions. 

“It would make sense for any 
growth to be around existing 
infrastructure. 

“These homes are needed. The 
essential infrastructure will go in there 
first.” 


At the meeting, Mr Hughes 
identified four key objections towards 
the estate. 

These are: Water shortages, 
existing transport connections that 
may struggle to cope with a large 
population increase, not enough local 
hospital beds and building on green 
belt land. 

Ms Parsons said the water 
shortage question was “valid,” and a 
point the council has to address - but 
she added that a system would be 
established. 

Regarding transport, she said: “It is 
about understanding the issues and 
what can be done about them. 


“We are looking at the rail tracks 
and have been talking to people 
involved in Crossrail 2. [The road 
situation] is not going to change 
overnight but there will be a big 
investment.” 

On the subject of healthcare, Ms 
Parsons said that while the future of 
Harlow’s main hospital was unclear, 
other services would be maximised. 

“The NHS has asked to have a 
look at relocating Princess Alexandra 
Hospital,” she said. 

“We are not advocating that it 
would come to Gilston, but we will 
provide social infrastructure and GP 
places as well as the homes.”

Mike Danvers argued that a Harlow 
Bypass would be a better investment 
and criticised County Hall for 
diverting funds away from Junction 7 
improvements. 

Mr Danvers said: “I am very 
disappointed. Members of the public 
voiced strong opinions and they were 
ignored. 

“Harlow will need a bypass in 
years to come, that is the best option. 
All the money (for Junction 7A) was 
taken from (that reserved for) 
Junction 7.” 

Mr Bentley said: “Having two 
junctions will be much better than 
having one. This does not stop the 
priority for Junction 7, we are 
lobbying the Government for that 
too. 

“We asked the Government if we 
can swap money from Junction 7 to 
Junction 7A. 

“We have to plan for the long term. 
It will get a much better flow of 


traffic now. Harlow Bypass is 
something we are continuing to think 
about. 

“We are talking to Hertfordshire 
County Council about a bypass 
around Harlow. It is an ongoing 
conversation.” 

He added: “We have taken the 
consultation into account. Nothing 
(major) has changed but we might do 
some minor tinkering.” 

However, Mr Bentley, who has 
recently taken over as cabinet 
member from councillor Rodney 
Bass, said he was unable to say what 
any of the changes were. 

He added: “I was keen for residents 
to have their say and they did that. 
People had lots of opportunity to 
share their concerns. 

“We have done much consultation 
and that has been exhausted.” 

After the council’s cabinet backed 
the plans they will be put forward to 
the full Essex County Council for 
final approval.

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Social media campaign 
rescues 87 bus service 


Residents hail route u-turn by firm as a victory for ‘people power’

A BUS company has reprieved a 
route after a vociferous social 
media campaign from west 
Harlow residents. 

EOS Buses announced last 
month that the 87 service from 
west Harlow to Epping would be 
withdrawn on December 17 as it 
was not profitable. 

But following an influx of 
tweets from residents and 
members of Sumners Residents’ 
Association, the company has 
said the bus will continue, albeit 
with a reduced service. 

Beverly Le Long, a represent¬ 
ative of Sumners Residents’ 
Association, said: “It is a great 
testament to social media and 
people power. 

Delighted 

“We are delighted. Social media 
has given us the means [to 
campaign]. It is much easier than 
if you had to call people. It is one 
time when it has been a force for 
good.” 

She added: “We still have a real 
car culture in Essex generally and 
that is something the council has 
to tackle. We need to be getting 
people out of their cars. 


“Obviously the bus needs to be 
profitable. My husband uses it 
every day to commute into 
London. It makes a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

Chris Hunn, transport 
manager for EOS, said: “We had a 
lot of phone calls and tweets ask¬ 
ing us to keep it going and a lot of 
people said they were not aware of 
it. 

Keen 

“We are keen to give it a go, but 
it is a business at the end of the 
day. We will reduce the number of 
buses from four to three. It will 
run every 30 minutes from 6am to 
9am and then hourly during the 
day. It will then run every 30 
minutes from 3pm until the last 
bus at 7.30pm.” 

He said the company will now 
complete a leaflet drop and 
advertising campaign to raise 
awareness of the bus. 

EOS started the 87 on Septem¬ 
ber 1. It passes through Sumners, 

Staple Tye, Katherines, Jack’s 
Hatch, Epping Green and Epping 
town. 

The decision follows the 
announcement by TrustyBus that 
the 392 from Harlow to Hoddesdon

PARENTS are facing an agonising 
choice this Christmas between 
buying presents for their children 
and providing enough food. 

In the third week of Herts and 
Essex News and Media’s Food For 
All appeal members of foodbanks 
have spoken about the difficulties 
that society’s poorest face. 

Mione Goldspink, chairman of 
trustees at Bishop’s Stortford 
Foodbank, described the plight of 
many who struggle to put meals 
on the table in December due to 
financial pressures. 

She said: “There is an increase 
in the need because people who 
are on low income and just about 
managing find it more difficult in 
the lead-up to Christmas. 

“There is great financial strain. 
All parents want to give their 
children a lovely Christmas but if 
their income is very low they find 
it impossible to manage. 

Struggling 

“It is very sad. These parents 
are really struggling and there 
has been an increase of the 
number of people coming.” 

She added: “I do believe that 
society should help the less 
fortunate.” 

It is likely the figure will rise 
further this month as more 
families face a choice between 
buying presents and buying food. 

Jeremy Pearce, coordinator of 
Broxbourne Foodbank, said: “We 
do see an increase, it is usually 
because of people choosing to buy 
seasonal gifts rather than looking 
after the basics. 

“There is a need to be involved 
in Christmas and there is an 
expectation. You cannot, as a 
parent, tell a child that Christmas 
has been cancelled.” 

He added that Broxbourne 
Foodbank is in need of the most 
basic food items, including long 
life UHT milk and tins of fruit and

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tins of meat. Foodbank provides 
three days’ worth of goods 
donated by the public at drop off 
points. 

Julie Palmer, senior editor of 
Herts and Essex News and Media, 
is encouraging residents to 
donate long-life items. 

She said: “Many parents are 
finding themselves in a horrible 
situation this Christmas when 
they cannot put food on the 
table. 

“But by helping the work of 


Foodbank by donating long-life 
items anyone can ensure that 
many will not go hungry this 
month.” 

Harlow Foodbank this week 
was helped with the donation of a 
new 600 litre fridge. Harlow 
Labour Party raised £600 in 72 
hours after appealing for funds 
and many people came forward. 

The fridge will be used to 
support Bounty Club which 
collects items from supermarkets, 
which would otherwise have gone 
to waste, and redistributes them 
in the community. 

Duncan Craig, Harlow Food- 
bank’s satellite manager, said: 
“We are chuffed to bits with the 
new fridge.

HARLOW Council has asked the 
Government for extra funding to 
help combat homelessness. 

In a cabinet meeting held on 
Thursday, December 8 councillor 
Mark Wilkinson, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “Homelessness 
is an increasing problem and we 
are taking the issue very 
seriously. Harlow Council has 
applied for the Government to 
bring funds.” 

Serious 

In an appeal run by the Star 
over the past few weeks, home¬ 
lessness in Harlow has been found 
to be an increasingly serious 
problem, with the number of 
individuals in temporary accom¬ 
modation steadily rising over the 
past two years. 

Councillors praised the work 
carried out by the volunteers of 
charities helping to fight home¬ 
lessness including 

Streets2Homes, which provide 
accommodation, food and 
clothing for the homeless, and 
Harlow Foodbank. 

Speaking of the work put in by 
Harlow volunteers, councillor 
Joel Charles, said: “The volun¬ 
teers are a credit to the whole of 
the town.” 


Councillor Andrew Johnson, 
added: “It’s amazing how the 
community sector are volunteer¬ 
ing. 

“We should pay credit to organ¬ 
isations and be thanking volun¬ 
teers for their time and 


dedication.” However, Cllr John¬ 
son also stressed the importance 
of mental health and its impact on 
homelessness. 

“Mental health is often the key 
reason for homelessness,” he 
added. 


“Many homeless people are 
known to the system but have a 
complicated history.” 

He added that more often than 
not, individual and personal 
stories cannot be revealed as 
many are too complex. 


Portfolio holder for regenera¬ 
tion and enterprise, Cllr Tony 
Durcan, said: “Mental health is 
underfunded. 

“Consequences of Government 
changes are putting people at a 
disadvantage.”

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Hospital was ‘third world’ 


PRESSURED staff on Princess 
Alexandra Hospital’s emergency 
department were helped by medics 
from East of England Ambulance 
Service on Monday. 

A spokeswoman from the hospital 
in Hamstel Road, Harlow, said 
additional clinical and operational 
staff were needed for support. 

She said: “The emergency 
department was under increased 
pressure with high numbers of 
attendances, coming into the 
department both through the front 
door and via ambulance. 

“Staff in the department work 
closely with their East of England 
Ambulance Service colleagues to 
maintain patient safety at all times. 

“The team have a designated 
doctor and nurse assigned to the 
ambulance queue at all times. 

“In times of peak demand, 
additional clinical and operational 
staff supports the department.” 

A female patient from Ware, who 


did not wish to be named, said that 
staff she spoke to were working 
shifts of up to 13 hours and had not 
had time to take a lunch break while 
temporary toilet facilities were 
erected. 

The patient, who has now 
returned home, said: “It was just 
unbelievable. Several ambulances 
were parked outside as paramedics 
were in the emergency department. 

“The doctors and staff were 
brilliant, but there was no space. 
Bins were overflowing, it was 
chocker block. Nurses had a 13 hour 
shift and had no time off for lunch. 

“Some patients, in their 90s, were 
made to wait for ages in the cold 
corridors. 

“It was a third world experience.” 

In response a PAH spokeswoman 
said all staff are encouraged to take 
a 30 minute break for every six 
hours on duty and that toilet 
facilities ware available for those 
awaiting bed space.

increase car parking capacity in 
the town centre as residents will 
be encouraged to walk or use pub¬ 
lic transport. 

Mr Wagstaff said: “We are look¬ 
ing to bring forward a high qual¬ 
ity and sensitive development on 
the site, to help meet both local 
commercial and housing needs. 

“We were extremely pleased 
with the number of attendees and 
level of engagement. We are also 
committed to working with res¬ 
idents and stakeholders to ensure 
that any redevelopment of the site 
is both sensitive to the history of 
the new town whilst also respond¬ 
ing to local need. 

Examining 

“We have begun the process of 
examining all of the feedback and 
are reviewing the proposals. We 
look forward to further discus¬ 
sion with the local community 
over the next few weeks.” 

There is no current date as to 
when construction work could 
begin. Some details about how 
traders could be affected by busi¬ 
ness rates are still being ironed 
out with all plans subject to 
change. 

All of the site is owned by the 
Harvey Centre, where a new Cine- 
world multiplex has opened this 
week.

Dazzling prequel 
brings new hope 


Rogue One: A 
Star Wars Story

OPENING with the familiar, 
luminous blue legend - “A long 
time ago in a galaxy far, far 
away...” - but not the 
scene-setting title crawl reserved 
for official episodes of the Star 
Wars saga, Rogue One is a 
rollicking, action-packed romp 
that dovetails neatly into the 
sprawling, otherworldly opus 
writ large by George Lucas. 

The visionary filmmaker came 
close to self-exterminating his 
elegant handiwork with the 
abomination of Star Wars: 
Episode I - The Phantom 
Menace. 

Thankfully, this prequel under 
the assured captaincy of director 
Gareth Edwards, which unfolds 
shortly before Episode IV - A 
New Hope, learns from mistakes 
of the past and isn’t a mindless 
slave to technological wizardry. 

Certainly, there are dazzling 
visual effects and breathtaking 
battle sequences, including cute 
nods to previous films in the 
series that will have fan boys 
and girls whooping with 
unrestrained glee. 

Scriptwriters Chris Weitz and 
Tony Gilroy preach to the 
converted with lovingly recycled 
lines of dialogue - “I’ve got a bad 
feeling about this” - and even 
repurposed old footage. 

However, the Force isn’t 
perpetually strong with Rogue 
One. 

A disappointingly linear plot 
occasionally clunks and grinds 
like an AT-AT combat walker 
with a rusty knee joint and 
characters’ heartfelt diatribes 
about the corruptibility of 
morals in the white hot crucible 
of war only land glancing blows. 

The Galactic Empire begins 
construction of a new 
superweapon under the 
command of research director 
Orson Krennic (Ben 
Mendelsohn). 


If this behemoth, powered by 
the same Khyber crystals as 
light sabres, becomes fully 
operational, the Imperial 
Military will crush all 
resistance. 

From the Rebel Alliance 
headquarters on Yavin 4, Mon 
Mothma (Genevieve O’Reilly) 
and other council members 
hastily prepare a response. 

They despatch Captain 
Cassian Andor (Diego Luna) and 
a reprogrammed enforcer droid, 
K-2SO (Alan Tudyk), to rescue 
Jyn Erso (Felicity Jones) from an 
Imperial labour camp on 
Wobani, knowing she can lead 
them to her estranged father, 
Galen (Mads Mikkelsen), one of 
the architects of the Death Star. 

Together, Jyn and Cassian 
must steal the design schematics 
to the superweapon from a 
heavily fortified complex on 
Scarif, aided by blind assassin 
Chirrut Imwe (Donnie Yen), his 
gun-toting protector Baze 
Malbus (Jiang Wen) and 
Imperial pilot defector Bodhi 
Rook (Riz Ahmed). 

Meanwhile, Orson prepares a 
test of his ‘planet killer’ to 
impress the Emperor and Darth 
Vader (voiced by James Earl 
Jones). 

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story 
is a bombastic and frequently 
bruising rumble in the space 
jungle that lays bare the harsh 
realities of conflict for the 
emotionally scarred warriors on 
the ground. 

Jones is a plucky heroine, 
issuing the film’s central battle 
cry built on the unswerving 
belief that “rebellions are built 
on hope”, and Luna is a solid foil 
in every respect. 

Tudyk provides the droll 
comic relief as the robotic 
sidekick, who is hard-wired to 
say whatever ‘comes into his 
circuits’. 

Director Edwards conjures 
some magnificent action 
sequences that look spectacular 
in 3D, and Michael Giacchino’s 
score nods affectionately to the 
stirring themes of John Williams 
from many moons ago. 

Unlike Lucas’ hellish prequels, 
this is a step back in time that 
signals a bright future.

Her career's going from strength to strength, and Felicity Jones' latest role as a rebel leader in Rogue 
One: A Star Wars Story is set to catapult her deep into A-list territory. The British actress tells Gemma 
Dunn why the franchise's latest offering is something to celebrate 


elicity Jones may be 
fast-becoming hot 
property in Hollywood, 
but when it comes to 
mapping out her next 
move, the British actress insists 
there’s never a set plan. 

Refusing to take herself too 
seriously, the 33-year-old is in 
great spirits and reveals in no 
uncertain terms that she prefers 
to simply ‘fly by the seat of your 
pants’. 

And her breezy attitude - 
coupled with formidable talent - 
seems to be working wonders. 

Since landing an Oscar 
nomination for her role in 2014 
Stephen Hawking biopic The 
Theory of Everything, 
Oxford-educated Jones has justly 
shot to the top of nearly every 
film-maker’s most-wanted list. 

This year, she’s already 
teamed up with Tom Hanks and 
director Ron Howard for 
Inferno, the third adaptation of 
Dan Brown’s novels, and will 
play Sigourney Weaver’s 
terminally ill daughter in J. A. 
Bayona’s heart-wrenching A 
Monster Calls, out in the New 
Year. 

Now, as 2016 draws to a close, 
she’s also starring in Rogue One: 
A Star Wars Story - the first in a 
new series of Star Wars 
stand-alone films that, despite 
sitting in a universe fans know 
and love, features new 
characters and storylines. 

Reportedly set somewhere 
between the aftermath of 2005’s 
Star Wars: Episode III - Revenge 
Of The Sith and events in the 
original Star Wars film, Jones 
plays Jyn Erso, the impetuous 
leader of a group of unlikely 


heroes, who band together on a 
mission to steal the plans to the 
Death Star, the Empire’s 
ultimate weapon of destruction. 

“I feel like Star Wars crosses 
continents,” notes the 
Birmingham-born actress, who 
jokes she’ll be pleased to finally 
remove the ‘invisible gag’ once 
the epic is released. 

“It’s something people love, 
whether they’re particularly 
into science-fiction or not, and I 
really feel the heart of these 
films are always rooted in 
relationships. That’s why we 
keep coming back to them. 
You’re so fond of the characters, 
and you want them to succeed 
against the forces of evil.” 

And while her hands might be 
tied as far as plot-spoilers are 
concerned, she’s happy to tease 
hardened fans by likening it to 
the 1980 classic The Empire 
Strikes Back - in that there’s a 
quest at the centre of it. 

“It’s very much rooted in a 
parent-child relationship and 
father-daughter relationship, 
which is the thrust of the story,” 
observes Jones, whose father 
worked as a journalist and her

mother in advertising. “But it 
also has moments of lightness 
and fun and humour. 

“K-2, who is played by Alan 
Tudyk, was constantly 
improvising when we were on 
set and is very funny in the 
film,” she continues, “so it has a 
bit of everything.” 

In the case of depicting 
newbie Erso, English rose Jones 
states she wanted her to be as 
human as possible. 

“She’s strong when she needs 
to be, she’s incredibly 
determined and she has to be 
tough when she doesn’t feel it. 
But at the same time, there is 
enormous vulnerability,” she 
says. 

The actress - who started her 
professional career at age 11 in 
children’s TV series The Worst 
Witch - was also sold on the 
‘rare opportunity’ to play a 
female who is not thinking 
about romantic relationships. 

Embracing the 
desexualisation, the 
self-confessed feminist recently 
told Glamour magazine: “We 
don’t even see Jyn’s arms! That’s 
not her priority. She’s a survivor, 
and she has a mission to 
complete. 

“Gareth [Edwards, director] 
said very early on, ‘I want guys 
to watch it and be like, ‘I want to 
be Jyn!’ A female friend of mine 
said, ‘I love that Jyn looks how 
we look, with trousers and a 
long-sleeved top’. We aren’t in 
hot pants. When do women walk 
around wearing hot pants?“ 

Wise beyond her years, Jones, 
who has in the past spoken out 
on the Hollywood gender 
pay-gap, is also keen to play 


down comparisons to Star Wars’ 
Daisy Ridley. 

Talking of Erso in contrast to 
Ridley’s defiant Rey, who 
debuted in 2015’s Star Wars: The 
Force Awakens, she says: “Jyn’s 
had a bit of a struggle in life, 
she’s more of a hardened 
character, she knows who she is 
and where she’s come from, 
she’s quite streetwise. 

“She’s very sure she doesn’t 
like the Empire; she’s going to 
bring them down.” 

But that’s not to say she 
wasn’t happy to share a defining 
moment with her fellow Brit 
actors. 

“It was quite nice, actually... 
Throughout filming, we met 
John [Boyega, who plays Finn in 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens, 
alongside Ridley] and then I met 
Daisy,” she recalls, smiling 
sweetly. 

“It was more [about] looking 
at each other and going, ‘Wow, 
this is pretty cool, we’re all in 
Star Wars!’, you know, 
celebrating it together.” 

And is she prepared for the 
marked prospect of intensified 
stardom being in Star Wars 
brings with it? 

“There’s so much hard work 
that goes into making these 
films, you can’t suddenly go, 

‘Oh, it’s so awful, people want to 
see the films’,” Jones reasons 
with sincerity. 

“It’s a privilege, and it’s a 
pleasure to share with people.” 

■ Rogue One: A Star Wars Story 
is released today. 
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n June 1930 the magician 
Hugo Cedar stood on 
London Bridge with a card 
on his hand. Crowds 
watched as the card slightly 
rose, apparently of its own 
accord, and then hung in the air 
as Cedar, who had been right 
before them moments earlier, 
vanished. He was never seen 
again. 

This legend has been 
interpreted by many over the 
years. Some believe a trap door 
was involved while others 
speculate that he transformed 
into the card. 

Whatever happened, the stunt 
is the greatest magic trick in 
history, according to performer 
David Aula, who has co-created a 
show to honour its legacy. That 
show, The Vanishing Man is 
coming to Harlow Playhouse on 
Saturday, February 11. 

David, who is co-directing and 
co-starring alongside friend 
Simon Evans, said: “We have 
been fascinated by the story of 
Hugo Cedar. The play is our 
exploration of what he did, what 
that magic trick was and how he 
did it. Throughout we use tricks 
to explain different forms of 
magic. 

“It is not a magic show, but it 
looks at magic and how people 
believe magic. It is not like 
anything the audience will have 
seen before, unless they have 
seen the show before.” 

Researching Cedar for the 
show has been difficult with 
little material to source and 
myth interfering with the truth. 

David continued: “Cedar has 


been a hero and a villain for us. 
When you are performing magic, 
generally, after a while you can 
see a performer and work out 
how the trick is done. It is a 
pride thing. 

“But with Cedar no one has 
come up with an explanation. A 
legend has grown up about what 
has happened. There is a cult 
following around the world. 

Some people believe he developed 
immorality, some think it was a 
miracle and some think he 
transformed his being into the 
card. 

“There have been copycat 
incidents of people jumping off 
the bridge. It does not happen a 
lot, but people are crazed by it.” 

David said the play is difficult 
to describe, but at times they 
play the role of Cedar in a 
dramatised account of his life - 
and also address the audience as 
a narrator. Cedar himself has a 
link to Harlow, but David said he 
will only disclose the link in the 
performance. 

The London-based pair are on 
the road from January, with the 
date in Harlow towards the 
middle of a long tour. It will be 
performed in the Playhouse as 
part of Pay What You Can - 
where audiences can make a 
donation at the end. 

David added: “We are old 
friends and we have been talking 
about this since we were kids. 
Our friendship centred on magic 
and it went from there.”

And the children didn’t let me down this time around 
for the production of Little Red Riding Hood. 

They threw themselves into cheering the goodies and 
jeering at the baddies, at times scarcely able to stay in 
their seats. 

If I was on the stage I could think of nothing better 
than hearing and feeling the swell of support from the 
young audience. 

And the audience had a panto to remember. Another 
in-house production proved that you do not need to have 
a big star taking the lead role to have a success on your 
hands. 

The chemistry between Little Red (Philippa Rose) and 
Simon (Alex James Ellison) made their friendship 
genuine and gave the production real warmth. 

And on the subject of warmth, hats off to Robert 
Oliver (B B Wolf) who must have been sweating buckets 
under the lights in his wolf costume. Regulars to 
Hertford Theatre pantos may remember Robert as 
Hansel from last year, but this time round he appeared 
to have grown in confidence - as well as growing body 
hair. 

The three little pigs gave an added dimension to the 
familiar fairytale as well as a good deal of humour. 

The cleverly crafted script, written by Rhys Thomas, 
who is also the director, ensured there is plenty to 
entertain the older members of the audience as well as 
lots of opportunity for audience participation from the 
younger ones. 

There was also participation for one of the teachers 
too. Take a bow Mrs Heath-Clarke, from St Joseph’s in 
the Park. I am sure your pupils would have been very 
impressed with your moves! 

Even for a self-confessed Bah Humbug, the Hertford 
Theatre panto is a must. A magical show filled with 
colour, great songs and a real feel good factor.

FLYING toilet rolls...I never 
saw that coming.

Barbara returns 
to her folk roots 


he Queen of Scottish 
folk music is looking 
forward to exploring 
her roots on a new tour. 
Barbara Dickson will 
perform at Harlow Playhouse on 
Thursday, February 9 to promote 
a new five-song EP called Five 
Songs - if you see what she did 
there. 

“I go on tour every couple of 
years,” said the Dunfermline 
69-year-old.

just talks to people. The EP Five 
Songs will be coming out for the 
tour. At the moment I am 
approving the art work.” 

Barbara said she ‘goes back a 
long way’, with her support band 
of four and that they ‘really love 
coming together’. 

Her performance in Harlow 
will be at the beginning of a 
24-date tour which starts in 
Birmingham and ends in 
Liverpool with most corners of 
the UK covered in between. And 
the Playhouse is not a new venue 
to her. 

“The towns near London, but 
not in London, are lovely as they 
have their own audience,” she 
said. 

“Once we get going on tour we 
are able to stick to the same 
regime every day.

T he large army of 

Corbynistas who have 
helped the Labour 
leader stay in post 
despite this year’s vote 
of no confidence now have the 
ultimate Christmas present to 
give themselves, should they 
have £650,000 spare. 

The childhood home of their 
idol is currently for sale with 
agent Savills, although on closer 
inspection it’s not where you 
might expect a hard-left 
politician to hail from. 

Yew Tree Manor is a seven 
bedroom detached house in a 
rural setting within the 
Shropshire village of Newport 


and is where Corybn grew up 
with his three brothers. 

His electrical engineer father 
and scientist mother bought the 
17th century property in 1956 
after Jeremy’s father David 
stayed at the house, which used 
to be a hotel, while working in 
the area. He then bought it. 

Jeremy attended the local 
grammar school with his 
brothers and later moved to 
London to start a degree at 
North London Polytechnic. He

2015. 

But while many regard 
Corbyn as a cardigan-wearing 
London intellectual, his brother 
once said his years spent at 
rural Yew Tree Manor made 
him much more a ‘bumpkin’ 
than many of his Labour 
colleagues would realise.

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There's still time to smarten up your home before guests 
arrive for Christmas and New Year - here are some ideas... 


1 Hanging a festive wreath on 
your front door will smarten it 
up, but only so much. For a 
quick revamp, fill and sand the 
(wooden) door, where necessary, 
and then repaint it using a water-based 
exterior wood paint if it’s cold and 
drying conditions are poor. Available in 
lots of lovely colours, Ronseal 10 Year 
Weatherproof Wood Paint (from £15.63 
for 750ml, B&Q) is a good choice because 
it flexes with the wood, is weatherproof 
in just an hour and guaranteed for 10 
years.

T he Honda Jazz is a 

familiar sight on our 
roads, a favourite model 
of many more senior 
drivers who have 
appreciated its generous interior 
space, driving position and 
practicality. 

But the latest Jazz takes the 
game a step further, retaining its 
undoubted blue rinse magnetism 
while extending its appeal to a 
younger market with much more 
dynamic styling, longer 
wheelbase and a new chassis 
using Honda’s Global Compact 
engineering. 

The old Jazz was not exactly 
top of the list in ride and 
refinement in terms of driving, 
but these setbacks have been put 
to right with a new front 
suspension system which makes 
a big difference. 

The Jazz is a difficult car to 
categorise. Being essentially a 
hatchback, it leans towards the 
mini-MPV school of thought and 
designers have utilised every bit 
of interior space. It is amazing 
that something so roomy is 
around the size of a Ford Fiesta. 

Choice of power units is easy 
because Jazz only comes with a 
1.3-litre petrol engine with the 
choice of manual or CVT 
gearbox. 


This car, a top of the range 
1.3i-VTEC EX Navi CVT was not 
cheap at £17,885, but boasted a 
raft of features that make Honda 
a premium option in smaller 
cars. 

The EX specification brings 
items such as 16-inch alloy 
wheels, Smart entry and start, 
rear view camera, six speakers, 


automatic air conditioning and 
all round one-touch power 
windows, to name but a few. 

The Navi model adds GARMIN 
navigation to make this car a 
desirable and clever option. 

On the road, the 1.3 engine is 
powerful enough but when 
coupled with the CVT 
transmission does have to work a 


little harder when overtaking. 

The CVT system does bring 
something of an economy bonus 
as claimed combined mpg figure 
of 57.6 is better than the 55.4 of 
the manual and emissions of 
114g/km outclass the 120g/km of 
the manual. 

Honda’s Magic Seat system 
offers a range of configurations 


for carrying cargo and 
passengers. The Magic Seat 
bases flip up to allow larger 
loads to be carried, or can be 
folded flat for a full load deck. 

Of special note are the high 
quality, soft-touch materials and 
thoughtful interior design which 
give a premium ambiance to the 
Jazz. 


This is certainly not the car 
you would buy for sporty 
motoring but its top speed of 
118mph and 0-62mph sprint of 

12.3 seconds are just about what 
you would expect from a modern 

1.3 petrol engine car. 

Basically, if you require a 
small car that is big on the 
inside, the Jazz has few rivals.
